Phillips Academy officials announced 
today that school trustees have given 
them the green light to investigate the 
possiblity of leasing the school’s Abbot 
Academy campus for development as an 
executive conference center. 

“For more than a decade, the trustees 
have discussed how best to sustain the 
traditions of Abbot Academy and en- 
hance the site which has, unfortunately, 
somewhat deteriorated,’ said Phillips 
Headmaster Donald McNemar. ‘Some 
time ago we engaged highly-regarded 
real estate consultants to investigate a 
variety of possible uses. Recently they 
have told us an executive conference 
center may well be the most appropri- 
ate.” 

McNemar said that the conference 
center alternative is not definite, but that 
the Academy’s administration has been 
authorized by the trustees to explore the 
concept with interested developers. 

“At this point we are very excited 
about the potential,”’ he said. ‘‘But the 
only decision that has been made is to 
proceed in further investigating this po- 
tential use and seeing if there is an inter- 
est on the part of high-quality specialists 
in developing and managing the facili- 
t ” 


According McNemar, the trustees 
have directed that any potential use of 
the Abbot campus, which became part of 
Phillips when the two schools merged in 
1973, must meet the following restric- 
tions: The land must remain in the own-

ership of the trustees; use must be 
consistent with the purposes and tradi- 
tions of both Phillips and Abbot, and 
must be fitting to Andover, with minimal 
impact on town services; and primary 
consideration must be given to the natu- 
ral features of the campus setting. 

A conference center would fit within 
the restrictions, said McNemar. The pro- 
ject would not be designed as a hotel or 
convention center; rather, it would pro- 
vide a campus-type retreat for small 
groups from corporations, universities 
and institutions to meet for three to five- 
day conferences and educational semi- 
nars. It would benefit the town financial- 
ly by adding to tax revenues, while 
having minimal impact on traffic, serv- 
ices, and the lifestyles of neighboring 
residents and businesses. 

Such a project would be expected to 
utilize ‘‘the majority of the traditional 
Abbot campus,’’ said McNemar. That 
campus, which lies across Main Street 
from the main Phillips campus, includes 
a core comprising Abbot, McKeen and 
Draper halls, plus a gymnasium and 
buildings now used for faculty and stu- 
dent housing. Abbot Hall is now leased to 
the Northeast Document Center, McNe- 
mar said; a child-care center occupies 
part of Draper, and McKeen is empty. 

Some of the buildings would require 
extensive renovation, he said; others 
might not be usable. If new buildings

Sponsors Bill On 
Nuclear Waste 


_Rep. Sue Tucker has co-sponsored legislation to estab- 
lish a multi-state join commission to deal with the New 
England siting of a federal repository for high level nucle- 


ar waste disposal. 


According to Tucker, the fact that southern New Hamp- 
shire has been selected as a candidate for a nuclear waste 
dump cannot be ignored by legislators and officials in 
Massachusetts. ‘“The social and economic impact of this 
siting decision will be enormous,”’ she said. ‘Use of I-91 
and I-93 to transport thousands of tons of the most danger- 
ous waste generated in America will be unavoidable.’ 

Tucker explained that the federal government is com- 
mitted to finding a permanent burial site for military and 
nuclear power plant waste by 1990. This waste, some of it 
dangerous for thousands of years, is presently stored 
“temporarily n-site’’ at nuclear power plants and military 
bases all over the country. The Department of Energy has 
considered many methods of disposal, including launch- 
ing it into space and burying it under the ocean. Because 
the current search is for a deep crystalline rock forma- 
tion, it is not surprising that the Granite State has been 


chosen as a finalist.

Pulitzer Winner To Lecture 


Business and education have joined hands to 
offer the public what neither can regularly offer 
alone; Exposure to star quality talent. Hewlett- 
Packard, Northern Essex Community College 
and Phillips Academy will co-sponsor an oppor- 
tunity to hear one of the finest authors on cities, 
race, politics, journalism and forces beyond con- 
trol, Pulitzer Prize-winner J. Anthony Lukas, on 
Friday, May 2, at 8 p.m. in George Washington 
Hall at Phillips Academy in Andover. 

Lukas wrote ‘“‘Common Ground: A Turbulent 
Decade in the Lives of Three American Fami- 
lies,’’ a Pulitzer-Prize-winning book that cap- 
tures Boston’s  post-Martin Luther King- 
assassination agonies. This book tells the per- 
sonal experience of three very different class 
families and gives glimpses of Mayor White, 
Louise Day Hicks, Judge Garrity, Tom Winship 
of the Boston Globe and Cardinal Medeiros. 

There are many kinds of insights to be gained 
from Lukas’ speech entitled ‘‘In Search of Com- 
mon Ground: Race and Class in America,” 
views of poverty, politics, crime, public housing, 
the media and a school system that went from 65 
percent white in 1974 to 28 percent in 1986, not all 
due to the desegration issue. Columbia Universi- 
ty’s director of media studies, Everette Dennis, 
wrote in a letter to Tom Winship that ‘‘Tony 


Lukas brilliantly diagnosed,”’ in his talk at their 
conference, ‘‘one of the major ills of the public 
trust equation for the mass media’’. . .was ‘‘in- 
tellectually stimulting and provocative’’. 
.spoke with ‘force and style.’ 

The lecture is open to the public without 
charge and is a model for future program 
sponsorships between the educational and pri- 
vate sectors. Call Mel Silberberg in the center 
for business and industry at Northern Essex 
Comunity College for further information. 

Lukas went to high school in Putney, Ver- 
mont, graduated magna cum laude from Har- 
vard in 1955 and took advantage of an Adenauer 
Fellowship to the Free University of Berlin, 
Germany, in 1955-56. He was stationed in Tokyo 
in 1957 and ’58 as a news commentator for U.S. 
Army Psychological Warfare. He worked as a 
reporter for the Baltimore Sun and New York 
Times (1962-71) covering Washington, the 
UN.N., Japan and Korea. His other books are 
“Nightmare: The Underside of the Nixon 
Years,” Viking Press, 1976; ‘‘Don’t Shoot—We 
Are Your Children!.’’ Random House, 1971; 
‘“‘The Barnyard Epithet and Other Obsecenities: 
Notes on the Chicago Conspiracy Trial,’’ Harper 
and Row, 1970.

Phillips Academy’s 1986 Headmaster’s Sym- 
posium concludes this week with three free pub- 
lic lectures as part of a conference and dialogue 
with representatives of the Soviet Peace Com- 
mittee. Suzanne Massie will open the conference 
on Monday, May 5, at 11 a.m. in Cochran Chapel 
with a lecture entitled ‘“Pavlovsk: Beauty Will 
Save the World.’’ Soviet guests will speak on 
their purposes in coming to the United States 
and reasons for participating in the conference 
at 2 p.m. in White Auditorium in the basement of 
Evans Hall. Janet Vaillant will present a lecture 
entitled ‘Teaching Young People About the So- 
viet Union’”’ on Tuesday, May 6, at 8:30 a.m. All 
lectures are free and open to the public; a few 
spaces remain for those who wish to participate 
in the full conference, which will include small 
discussion groups with the Soviets, for a small 
fee. 

Massie, an expert on Soviet culture and af- 
fairs, serves as an unofficial advisor to Presi- 
dent Reagan on Soviet relations and exchanges. 
She is author of “Land of the Firebird: The 


Beauty of Old Russia,’’ as well as many other 
books and articles on Russian culture. Massie is 
a member of the Council on Foreign Affairs and 
serves as a visiting scholar at the Harvard Rus- 
sian Research Center. 

Vaillant co-authored ‘‘From Russia to USSR: 
A Text with Readings,”’ the first comprehensive 
text of its kind on Soviet history for students at 
the high school level, with Jack Richards, chair- 
man of the symposium committee at Phillips 
and an instructor in history. A professor of polit- 
ical science and government at many colleges 
and university, Vaillant is the associate director 
of the Soviet and East European Language and 
Area Center at Harvard. 

The conference, entitled ‘USSR: Beyond Ste- 
reotypes Toward Understanding,” represents 
the final event of the Phillips Symposium and is 
co-sponsored by Phillips Academy and 
US/USSR Bridges for Peace in Norwich, VT. It 
is designed as an opportunity for Americans and 
Soviets to meet one-on-one and discuss the simi- 
larities and differences between the countries.

The Northeast Document Conservation Center 
(NEDCC) in Andover announces that it received 
a grant of $370,000 from the Office of Preserva- 
tion of the National Endowment for the Humani- 
ties (NEH) to continue the activities of its field 
service program and increase the capacity of its 
preservation microfilming service. The grant 
must be matched in part from other sources. 
The Northeast Document Conservation Center is 
a non-profit, regional conservation center, spe- 
cializing in the treatment of library and archival 
materials in the collections of libraries, histori- 
cal organizations and museums. NEDCC stands 
as a model of what can be accomplished on a 
cooperative basis and serves as a resource for 
cooperative programs in other regions. 

NEDCC’s field service program has demon- 
strated its ability to meet the needs of institu- 
tions in the northeast for preservation of 
information. The field service program provides 
on-site surveys of preservation needs, 
workshops and seminars, informal consultation 
and disaster assistance. Mildred O’Connell, field 
service director since 1980, has conducted more 
than 150 surveys of preservation needs of collec- 
tion-holding institutions and presented approxi- 
mately 100 workshops and seminars. 
Institutions that wish to apply or federally subsi- 
dized surveys should contact the center. 

NEH funds will also be used to purchase mi- 
crofilming equipment in order to expand the out- 
put of NEDCC’s preservation microfilming 
service. Lack of microfilming capacity has been 
identified as a major impediment to preserva- 
tion of research collections. NEDCC can expand 
its operation quickly and cost-effectively since it 
already has the staff expertise, space, a network 
of clients and reputation for performing high 
quality work. Veronic Colley Cunningham, di- 
rector of microfilm and photoduplication serv- 
ices, is available to advise clients on planning 
microfilming projects.

Raytheon Company reported first quarter 
earnings 5.2 percent higher than a year ago. 
Sales were page act above those of last year. 
Earnings per rose 14.4 percent over last 


year. 

In the first quarter, the diversified electronics 
company earned $92.3 million, or $1.19 per 
share, on sales of $1.725 billion. In the first quar- 
ter last year, Raytheon earned $87.8 million, or 
$1.04 per share, on sales of $1.530 billion. 

The strong growth in sales continued in elec- 
tronics, the company’s largest business area. 
Defense electronic systems again led this ad- 
vance. Higher sales were also recorded in en- 
ergy services, principally by United Engineers

Microform Services Expanded 


The microfilm services at Northeast Document Conser- 
, vation Center (NEDCC) Andover announces that it re- 
cently moved to a larger space in Abbot Hall and has 
added additional staff to increase its capacity. The expan- 
sion reflects an increase in demand for its microform and 
photographic copying services. The center plans to in- 
crease its staffing from three to six filmers to operate six 
planetary cameras. 

The microfilm service is now located on the third floor 
of NEDCC’s building in a room formerly used as the Ab- 
bot Academy Chapel. The new room provides an increase 
capacity of 50 percent. Lack of microfilming facility has 
been identified by libraries as a major impediment to a 
national preservation effort. As more librarians begin to 
undertake preservation programs, with emphasis on pre- 
serving information through microfilming, the need for 
new facilities has become acute. NEDCC seeks to respond 
to this need. NEDCC emphasizes high standards of 
filming as well as careful handling and preparation of 
deteriorating materials. 

Funds for the purchase of new equipment have been 
provided by the National Endowment for the Humanities, 
the Mabel Pew Myrin Trust and the Polaroid Foundation. 

The increased capacity allows NEDCC to handle large 
projects such as the collections for Stanford and Brown 
Universities, both participants in the cooperative micro- 
filming project of the Research Libraries Group (RLG), 
more easily. The National Endowment for the Humanities 
funded cooperative microfilming project was developed to 
step up the preservation efforts of RLG libraries and elim- 
inate duplication in microfilming of scholarly subjects. 
Bibliographic information about preserved titles will be 
entered into the RLIN data base to enable all institutions 
with access to the computerized records to benefit from 
the participants preservation efforts. 

NEDCC’s microfilming service is also currently pre- 
serving the Margaret Borke-White collection of negatives 
from the George Arents Research Library for Special Col- 
lection at Syracuse University. This collection includes 
more than 18,000 negatives from practically every photo- 
graphic job between 1930-1936. In addition to microfilming 
the entire collection, NEDCC’s photoduplication services 
will also copy each negative onto safety film. The original 
negative will be sealed in small packets and placed in 
long-term cold storage, while the interpositive produced 
at NEDCC will serve as the permanent archival image. 
This will enable scholars and researchers to browse the 
collection while reducing handling of the originals. 

The expansion of the microfilm services builds on 
NEDCC’s extensive experience in producing preservation 
microfilm over the&st seven years. In addition to produc- 
ing and duplicating the microfilm, NEDCC offers long- 
term remote storage for microform masters under con- 
trolled environmental conditions and provides services

Joan Schwartz, horticulture chairman for the 
Garden Club Federation of Massachusetts, tra- 
ced the 1872 origins of Arbor Day to S. Sterling 
Morton of Nebraska. As a member of the state 
board of agriculture, his efforts resulted in the 
planting of more than 1,000,000 trees and an ob- 
servance of Arbor Day which has spread around 
the globe. She also spoke of the hundreds of elm 
trees which were planted in Boston in 1666 and 
the special significance of the “Liberty Elm.”’ 

The Andover Garden Club presented a dog- 
wood tree, which has been planted in the 
school’s atrium in memory of beloved second 
grade teacher Mrs. Dorothy Murphy. The chil- 
dren paused for silent meditation after the prin- 
cipal gave a brief address stressing, “‘It is 
fitting that we dedicate our new tree in her 
memory.

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West Parish Women 
Topic Of Slide Show

The Andover Historical Socie- 
ty will present a narrated slide 
show entitled ‘West Parish 
Women in the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury,” Sunday, May 4, at 2 p.m. 
Hosted by Frank and Bernice 
Haggerty, this event is open to 
everyone. There is a nominal 
admission charge; no charge to 
members. 

The slide show deals with the 
lives of the women of the West 
Parish community from child- 
hood through adulthood. It fo- 
cuses on their role in that 
community and the organiza- 
tions they formed from the 
founding of the church in 1826 
through the next half century. 

Women of the period were ac- 
tive in such organizations as the 
Lady’s Seamen’s Friend Socie- 
ty. This group performed much 
valuable charitable work and 
later became open to men. 

Although at that time women 
made up the majority of mem- 
bers of the church, they were 
not permitted to govern the 
church in any way. So these or- 
ganizations became an impor- 
tant outlet for women’s energy 
and creativity. 

The slide show is narrated by 
Joan Patrakis, who did much of 
the research as part of a long- 
term project, and Marsha Roo- 
ney, director/curator of the so- 
ciety. They were assisted by 
Doris Newton, Betty Forrie and 
Nonie Newell who played the 
parts of West Parish women Su- 
sannah Jackson, the daughter of 
the first minister, Mary Susan 
Cutler, who spoke at the 
church’s 100th anniversary, and 
Sarah Merrill Wilson.

Sadie Bashara, the matriarch of Bishop’s Res- 
taurant, who worked for the past 40 years to 
make Bishop’s Restaurant a dining institution in 
Lawrence and throughout the state, died April 
24 at Bon Secours Hospital.

Known affectionately by her children as ‘‘The 
Chief,’’ Mrs. Bashara was still a driving force in 
the restaurant until last fall.

In 1977, Mrs. Bashara and the four Bashara 
children, who began the restaurant with seats 
for 70 on Oak St., that grew to the current Bish- 
op’s that now serves 1,000 customers a day, 
were named Small Business Persons of the Year 
in Massachusetts. 

Mrs. Bashara was born Sadie Peters in a 
small town called Dier El-Kamir, about 30 min- 
utes from Beirut, Lebanon. In 1913, she immi- 
grated to the U.S. She married Soloman 
Bashara, who ran a grocery store on Elm 
Street. He died in 1938, leaving her to raise their 
seven children. 

Mrs. Bashara attended St. Anthony Church in 
Lawrence, and was a member of the Daughters 
of St. Anthony Church. 

She lived at 21 Gaywood Circle, Methuen, with 
sons Charles, Abe, and Joseph, and daughter, 
Victoria Bashara. She also leaves three married 
daughters, Mrs. Joseph (Emily) Hatem, and 
Mrs. Mitry (Adele) Saba, both of Methuen, and 
Mrs. Joseph (Louise) Kattar of Andover; 10 
grandchildren, seven great-grandchildren, and 
several nieces and nephews. 

She is also survived by three sisters and a 
brother in Lebanon.

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Enhances Andover Education

The seat belt law and the use of math 
in electric engineering are some of the 
topics that are being brought into the 
classroom in a partnership between the 
business and education world to enhance 
the quality of education in the Andover 
Public Schools. 

Representatives of the industry and 
business community have recently en- 
tered Andover classrooms in co-opera- 
tion with the classroom teacher to teach 
modules to augment classroom learning 
with some hands-on experience, technol- 


ogy and exposure for the students into 
the worlds of modern industry and busi- 
ness.

Dr. Albert Belle Isle, founder and pres- 
ident of Custom Silicon, Inc., Lowell, a 
company that designs semi-conductors 
and deals with the applications of specif- 
ic integrated circuit design, has been a 
dedicated member of the Andover Col- 
laborative almost from the beginning of 
the project in 1981. 

Belle Isle has recently completed what

he considered to be the ‘‘first successful 
experiment”’ with an advanced calculus 
class at Andover High School. 

The instructional module designed by 
Belle Isle and the advanced calculus in- 
structor Bob Lawson focused on the use 
of calculus and computers to solve a rea- 
listic electrical engineering problem. 

“We illustrated to the students how 
both calculus and computers could be 
used to solve a problem that involved 
how much voltage was necessary to trip 
a switch of a micro circuit,’ Dr. Belle 
Isle explained. 

There are thousands of tiny switches in 
the average micro circuit which form 
micro chips from which the computer 
a is made, according to Dr. Belle 
Isle. 

The students were taken through the 
step-by-step process of solving this prob- 
lem, according to Andover High senior 
Mark Marmer, a student in the advanced 
calculus class who participated in the 
module. 

“Data that was arrived at by using our 
calculus base was then taken to the com- 
puter lab and put on discs,’’ Marmer 
said. ‘From this we made a graph that 
showed the voltage and found the num- 
ber that would change the voltage. From 
this we used the computer to create an 
approximate conclusion to the problem.” 

This exercise exposed them to the way 
an engineer might use calculus and com- 
puters in a design decision, according to 
Belle Isle. 


Dr. Belle Isle worked with Lawson to 
incorporate as many of the classroom 
concepts as possible into the practical 
problem at hand. 


‘‘We were hoping to expose them to the 
possible consequences of a course of ac- 
tion that might be taken by an engineer 
to solve a problem,” Belle Isle said. ‘‘An 
engineer at a multi-million dollar micro 
chip firm can not spend his time creating 
thousands of micro chips to find which 
one will work.’’ Belle Isle and Lawson 
hope to make a video tape of the instruc- 
tional module to show to other students. 

“The module really made me see how 
material learned in the classroom can be 
applicable in the world of business and 
industry,’’ Marmer said.

After discussing the seat belt law, 
members of the Student Advisory Coun- 
cil and their teacher coaches at each of 
the elementary schools took on a collabo- 
rative project with A.T.& T. Bell Labs, 
Osgood Street, North Andover. Technical 
advice was provided by Tom Ciaccia, a 
supervisor for A.T. & T., working with 
Charlotte Lynch, a sixth grade teacher 
at West Elementary School. 


The students surveyed a sample of res- 
idents in order to determine people’s 
views regarding seat belts in the And- 
over community, according to Lynch. 


sons each using questions designed on a 
survey sheet. The sixth grade students, 
acting as social scientists, asked ques- 
tions that centered on age range, sex, 
children; they asked if the individual 
was a licensed driver and if they favored 
the seat belt law. They were asked their 
reasons for a positive or negative re- 
sponse and whether or not they wear 
seat belts now or wore them prior to the 
law. 


‘Once the survey is completed the stu- 
dents and teachers joined Ciaccia in 
learning how to use the PSF file Apple 
computer to enter data and draw conclu- 
sions from the samplings. It was a good 
way to incorporate the use of math and 
social studies. It also familiarized the 
students with graphs and charts,” Lynch 
said. 

The students will present their results 
to members of the Business/ Education 
Collaborative during their next meeting 
on Friday, May 9. 


“T thought it was a really interesting 
project,”’ Jennifer Ashlock, a sixth grade 
student at South School, said. ‘‘The re- 
sults can be used to make a better law. 
One person told me it was unsafe to wear 
a seat belt; it made me consider that 
there are two sides of the question. I 
didn’t realize you could do this with a 
computer. When you use a computer the 
graphs are neater and easier to follow.”

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Policy Is Needed 


It would seem proper for the school administra- 
tion to look carefully at establishing a policy re- 
garding citizen involvement in fundraising and 
school projects. 

The matter has been before the school commit- 
tee recently, due mostly to the development of a 
playground at the Bancroft school. The area is 
being developed through pupil input with the ar- 
chitect, and will have further community involve- 
ment in construction and the obtaining of 
necessary funding for the project. 

While this may be a very worthwhile activity, 
and, indeed, it will benefit the community in that 
particular area, it does raise some question con- 
cerning how much public involvement should be 
allowed within the school system. 

There is, too, the question of equality of serv- 
ices throughout the town. 

With no adverse reaction to the Bancroft pro- 
ject intended, the plan, its funding and construc- 
tion certainly points to a need for some clear 
policy regarding future such proposals. 

As suggested at a recent school committee 
meeting, there well could be parental concern 
about textbooks in use with the result that a fund- 
raising effort would be dedicated to replacement 
of old or worn books or other materials. 

A fundraising committee is currently working 
toward a goal of $40,000 for the Bancroft project. 


Should other schools in town adopt similar pro- 
jects, goals could well be set in that same finan- 
cial vicinity and funds sought from private 
sources, more than likely local business people 
who already are hard hit for numerous worthy 
causes. 

Too, children of the schools involved are in- 
vited to become part of the fundraising process, 
which places undue stress on both the youngster 
as well as the prospective donor. It is difficult to 
reject the plea of a youngster seeking financial 
assistance for his school project, and even more 
difficult for the younger ones to comprehend why 
there is sometimes rejection. 

Supt. of Schools Kenneth R. Seifert has sug- 
gested that it would be helpful to try to clarify 
some of the policies regarding fundraising and 
School Committeeman Richard Neal wants a de- 
termination of the level of fundraising by private 
citizens for the schools. 

Both suggestions should be pursued by the 
school committee with the administration as soon 
as possible in order to prevent the matter from 
getting out of hand. 

The Bancroft proposal is basically a good one, 
getting, as it is, community involvement.

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Grateful Mother Expresses 
Thanks To Andover’s EMTs

Sandy Morrison remembers thinking that her 
son, Eddie Chateauneuf, didn’t look well when 
she first saw him that Holy Thursday afternoon. 


Pierce. “‘She was very nervous; we had to work 
together. Her nervousness—because it was her 
kid—made it difficult at first.” 


much of the time in intensive care; later, he was 
placed into an “iron lung’’ negative-pressure 
breathing machine so that he could be weaned 


The high school sophomore had had a cold for 
two days, she knew, but had seemed healthy 
when he’d left for school that morning. 

Morrison knew that even a simple cold could 
pose dangers for Eddie; he is confined to a 
wheelchair with Muscular Dystrophy, a condi- 
tion that weakens its victims’ muscles, including 
those used for breathing. So, at about 5 p.m. that 
day, March 27, she helped him into his hospital- 
style bed at their Prospect Street home and as- 
sisted him with breathing exercises. 

Then Morrison left the bedroom to get her son 
a drink. When she came back, he was 
unconscious. He had stopped breathing. 

“T pulled him onto floor and started 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation,” says Morrison, 
who works as a registered nurse at McLean Hos- 
pital in Belmont. “It’s ironic—I’d just been re- 
certified in CPR (cardio-pulmonary 
resuscitation ).”’ 

She worked feverishly on her son. At last, Ed- 
die’s eyelids fluttered and he regained con- 
sciousness—but he still couldn’t breathe on his 
own. 

Morrison pulled the phone down beside her; 
between breaths, she called the Andover Police 
and Fire emergency number. 

Dispatcher Lynne Wheeler answered. ‘‘All I 
said to her is, ‘This is a respiratory emergency,’ 
and gave her my address,’’ recalls Morrison. 

After a short time—which seemed like an eter- 
nity to Morrison, who was still administering 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation—she glanced up 


Distraught with tension and exhausted by the 
effort of maintaining CPR, Morrison let the two 
rescue workers take over. Using a manual bal- 
loon-type device attached to a breathing mask, 
Pierce and Aiello continued to resuscitate Eddie 
as they and police officers who had responded to 
i call bundled the boy into the waiting ambu- 

ce. 

Morriscen climbed in back with her son and 
Pierce, and Aiello took the wheel. Sirens blar- 
ing, the ambulance sped down Prospect Street— 
and out into the bumper-to-bumper rush hour 
traffic of Route 125. 

“There’s an island on 125 that’s big enough to 
drive a car down,”’ says Aiello. ‘We had to use 
it. At the same time that I was driving, I called 
into the hospital to make sure they were ready.” 

In back, Pierce and Morrison continued work- 
ing to keep Eddie alive during the drive to Law- 
rence General Hospital, which Aiello estimates 
took six to seven minutes. 

Eddie made it. In the hospital’s ‘Code 
Room,” a section of the emergency room re- 
served for ambulance cases requiring immedi- 
ate care, the medical staff inserted a tube into 
his lungs. 

When his condition was stable, Eddie was 
transferred, first to Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital, then to Boston Floating Hospital, the pedi- 
atric unit of the Tufts New England Medical 
Center where he receives periodic treatment for 
his Muscular Dystrophy. 

For more than three weeks, Eddie fought 


from his tubes. 
The battle, though long, was successful. On

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Earnings, Sales Up At Gillette 


Sales and earnings of The Gillette Company 
rose above the level of the first quarter 1985, 
Colman M. Mockler, Jr., chairman and chief 
executive officer, told the annual meeting of 
stockholders recently. 

Sales for the three months ended March 31, 
1986, were $655.2 million, an increase of 17 per- 
cent from $557.6 million in 1985. Profit from op- 
erations was $106 million, up 15 percent from $92 
million a year earlier. Pretax income was $77.6 
million, compared with $67.4 million increased 
16 percent from $38.8 million in 1985. Earnings 
per share of $1.45 compared with $1.26 the prior 
year. First quarter results are not necessarily 
indicative of those for the full year. 

Sales and operating profits of Gillette North 
America were higher than the corresponding 
quarter of 1985.

trends.” 

Stockholders voted to increase the authorized 
common stock to 145,000 shares of $1 per value, 
from the present 72,500,000 shares and to in- 
crease the 2,500,000 shares of authorized pre- 
ferred stock, without par value, to 5,000,000 
shares. Accordingly, as previously authorized 
by the board of directors, the 100 percent com- 
mon stock dividend to holders of record May 1, 
1986, having the effect of a two-for-one split, be- 
came effective. Certificates for the new shares 
will be mailed to stockholders May 23, 1986.

Foils Record Talkin 


The Board of Selectmen were well on their 
way to breaking their own 12-minute record for 
all-time shortest meeting on Monday night, until 
selectman Gerry Silverman launched into a 
“liaison report’’ about his recent visit to And- 
over, England. 

Silverman’s account of doings in the small En- 
glish “‘sister town” added a note of interest— 
and 14 extra minutes—to an otherwise lacklus- 
ter meeting. ‘I had heard before it was simply a 
place to drive through,” he said of the town. “I 
found out it was much bigger than that.” 

It seems, according to Silverman, that the two 
Andovers have much in common. For example, 
each boasts a varied central business district 
containing many small shops. Each must bal- 
ance heavy traffic with relatively narrow 


eets. 

And each has its parking problems. 

In describing his visit with Andover 
(England) future mayor Brian Beggs—who 
came to Andover (Mass.) last year—Silverman 
pulled a small, square, white ticket from his 
jacket pocket. It was, he explained, a parking 
ticket—not one of the ‘‘violation’’ variety, but 
one which permitted parking for one hour in the 
heart of England’s Andover. 

Silverman had obtained the ticket from a ma-

chine in the parking lot near the Andover (En- 
gland) town hall—which, incidently, had been 
recently renovated. He had had to display it in 
his car, he said, to avoid being ticketed (the ‘‘vi- 
olation” variety) for illegal parking. 

Because his tour of the town —which, un- 
like Andover’s (Mass.), was of post World War 
II vintage—went beyond the hour limit, Silver- 
man’s host had to track down his town’s equiva- 
lent of the meterman to save him from a fine. 

On the whole, said Silverman, conditions in 
England seemed designed to discourage driv- 
ing. Even so, it was easy to locate parking areas 
in the towns, including Andover, because small 
directional signs were posted at the edges of 
towns. He suggested that such signs might be of 
use here. 

Silverman also said that officials in the little 
English town were considering turning their 
commercial downtown into a ‘‘mall’”’ because of 
the narrowness of the streets that serve it. 

The town seal of Andover (Mass.), given to 
Beggs on his American visit, hangs in its ‘“‘sister 
town’s” council chamber, Silverman informed 
his sparse audience. That chamber in itself em- 
phasized the differences between English and 
American town governments; it was big, befit- 
ting the council’s 44 members.

At a Planning Board meeting on April 
22, resubmitted preliminary plans for a 
subdivision to be located off High Plain 
Road met with a veritable deja vu of 
skepticism, board members and abut- 
ters indicated that they were still not 
pleased with the land’s drainage and sep- 
tic tank placement problems. 

The plans for Spencer Court, a 12-lot 
cluster subdivision, had been presented 
at an earlier meeting; leery of potential 
drainage problems they felt were inher- 
ent in its location, the board had sent its 
developers back for more comprehen- 
sive ‘‘deep hole’’ water table testing. 

After a presentation of the plans, in 
which engineer Sebastian Ferrante of 
Dana Perkins Associates informed the 
board that newer tests had revealed ta- 
bles ranging from two to 11 feet, board 
members still viewed the potential subdi- 
vision with distaste. 

Said Chairman Margaret Bradshaw, 
who had turned in her resignation from 
the board earlier the same day, “I can 
say this because this is my last meeting 
with the Planning Board: This stinks!” 
The developers were testing a wet area 
in a dry year, she said; they would have 
to fill in extensively in order to install 
septic systems. 

Ferrante disputed the allegation that 
this year was unusually dry.

At that, several abutters jumped into 
the fray.
